four weeks. The first trial of Mclin- 
:ux's was prolonged for three montfcs.

Molineux was apparently un- 
concerned, but his father, Gen. Molin-

ton club man, accused of the murder 
of Clara A. Morton at Wavcrley a

ordered by Judge Charles Almy of the 
third district court of eastern Middle- 
sex today. The government lawyers 
announced to the court that an. inves- 
tigation had failed to disclose evi- 
dence sufficient to hold tie accused 
man, and the court at once announced 
the failure to find probable cause and 
ordered the discharge of Mason. 


Almost immediately, in the 
same 


court, George L. O. Perry, a young 
negro who yesterday was held as a 
•witness against Mason, was charged 
-with the murder of Miss Morton. lie 
pleaded not guilty and was re-mande;] 
without bail for a hearing Nov. IS. 


After his release. Ma&on. he-Id an 


informal reception in the captain'* 
office and, after a short time, was driv 
en to his home in Boston. 


A crowd, which packed the district 


court room at East Cambridge and 
•which overflowed into the corridors 
and down the stairways of the build 
Irtg blocked the passage of Mason. 
and the deputies who aceompaniej 
him in making his way to the boaririe 
of his cage which was scheduled to 
take place today. According to th< 
plan announced beforehand Mason was 
to appear at nine o'clock, but it was 
past ten when the court was open 
and the impatient crowd had found 
a chance to loolc at the prisoner ant. 
•was able to see the negro boy, George 
L. O. Perry who was to be the chiel 
witness against Mason. 


It was a quarter past nine when 


Mason reached the court bouse. Ht 
was accompanied by two deputies and 
as the corridors of the bulling wen 
filled with people, he was taken into 
tn« captain's office 
to wait untl 


a way could be made for him to reach 
the court room. Some time after Ma 
son had reached the place Perry wafc 
'brought in, having come in a hack 
from th<s hou-se of correction. A largt- 
number of -witnesses for l*oth -sides- 
were on hand before thf- opening of 
the court, and from this It was be 
lieved that the bearing might not IK 
continued, as it was thought ycpter 
day that it might be.

Albert Brennan is the latest discor- 


rry among the midget riders of Amer- 
ica. He is a son of a veterinary sur- 
geon connected with the Brooklyn fire 
department and a brother to Willie 
Broanan, the jockey who was taught 
to ride by "Father Bill" Daly. He Is 
the lightest boy riding in races ou the 
turf today. Because he barr'y tips ths 
scales at sixty-two pounds with a sad- 
dle on bis arm he has been nicknamed 
"The Atom." 


Although only thirteen years old, he 


is tall for his age. He is a bright little 
youngster, with his ov.-n Ideas about 
the sport. He says: 


'•I was anxious to be a jockey from 


the time I was knee high to my broth- 
er Bill. When I was only a kid. I often 
watched my brother riding In a race, 
and I wished I was in his place. Gee, 
to be a great jockey is better than be- 
ing a king!

Of any state in the Union, Maine has 


probably provided the best big game 
hunting this season. The Pine Tree 
State has long been fa-med for the 
number of its deer and nioose, and elk 
hunters, too, are frequently rewarded 
with opportunities to bring down the 
objects of their pursuit. Above the 
Canadian border, in New Brunswick 
and British Columbia, etc., caribou are 
found plentifully at times, and this 
year's record for moose, elk and deer 
shooting in the Dominion is especially 
encouraging. 


TIic Dominion Popnlar. 


It is surprising how many men, and 


women, too, press across the border in 
search of game. The time and ex- 
pense required are problems of no small 
dimensions, and yet hundreds go from 
all parts of the United States every 
fall to various of the cuinps scattered 
through the hills and mountains with 
which the Dominion is plentifully sup- 
plied and where are to be had the best 
advantages for successful hunting. 


The hunting of burly bruin is very 


popular in various western states as 
well as in Maine and in northern New 
York in the Catskill mountains. Brit- 
ish Columbia also has inducements 
for bear seekers, and several have been 
shot by Americans during the last few 
weeks. 


The Tempting- Maine C*rlbon. 


The sight of caribou in the Maine 


woods at the present time is almost 
sufficient to cause the hunter to com- 
mit suicide, for be it known that It is 
unlawful to kill the sturdy animal for 
three years to come.

More moose were- killed in Maine 


during the tir-st two weeks of the open 
time than are generally brought down 
In a month, and the sport has developed 
many interesting: features, including 
the killing of big bulls by women and 
small boys. 


Master E. C. A. Becker, Jr.. of 


Worcester, Mass., is said to be the 
youngest moose killer on record in 
Maine, and his trophy is a good one. 


Master Becker recently spent a week 


with his father, Dr. E. C. A. Becker. 
and Charles L. Miller of Kew York at 
Louis Ketcham's camps on Kahma- 
kanta lake and killed an SCO pouud 
moose, with antlers spreading forty- 
seven and a half inches. The boy, who 
is only nine years old and not large for 
his age. also killed two deer, being held 
in the arms of the guide. George Ferris. 
so that he could see to shoot one of 
them. 


Great sportMs reported by the Ameri- 


cans who have hunted in New Bruns- 
wick this season. On the Tobique riv- 
er fifteen sportsmen got thirteen moose 
and two caribou in a week, and the 
guides say that fifty moose have been 
killed on the Tobique and Nepisiqtiit 
rivers by Americans thus far this year, 
one of tho beads carrying antlers meas- 
uring sixty-two inches, another fifty- 
eight inches and several over lifty 
inches. 


Dr. Flagg and Mr. Mmnford of Bos- 


ton recently returned from the Mira- 
michi, each with a moose and a cari- 
bou, while Frank B. Beuues of Boston 
got a moose, a caribou and a bear In 
the same country. 


Mooxc HeadH Plentiful. 


The officials of the crown land office 


at Predericton, N. B., say that they 
cannot remember a season when so 
large a number of moose heads have 
been brought to that place as have 
been brought in thus far this year by

The qualifications of the centre rush 


are beef, a thick skull and goc-d teeth. 
Any man with the instincts of a ball- 
dog and qualified to kill steers at the 
stockyards would make a good centre 
rush.

but the best stand with both feet on 
the opposing player's neck.

Lesson I!!. —The Guard. 


Ther are several kinds of guards,

A REVOLUTIONARY RELIC. 


British Prison Ship In "Which Thou- 


•and!* of Patriots Perished. 


The British prison ship Jersey of in- 


famous memory, recently discovered, at 
the bottom of Wallabout bay, Brook- 
lyn navy yard, after lying buried and 
forgotten for nearly a century, was 
more deadly to the patriots of the Rev- 
olution than were the bullets of King 
George's soldiers. 


While driving spiles upon which the 


new 16,000 ton battleship Connecticut 
is to be constructed at the Brooklyn 
yard the timbers of a sunken vessel 
were encountered. Investigation proved 
that they could be no other than the 
bones of the "old Jersey." 


Several ships had been anchored in 


Wallabout bay by the British during

the Revolution to serve as prison shipa 
'for tho patriots. But of all those terri- 
ble prison ships the "old Jersey"—the 
"Hell," as she was called—was the 
most notorious. She wa« originally a 
sixty-four gun ship, but had become 
unfit for actual war service. 


In 1782, when Alexander Coffin was 


sent a prisoner on board the old Jer- 
s,cy. ho found about 1.100 prisoners 
there, many of whom during the sever- 
ity of the winter were without cloth- 
ing to keep them warm. To escape 
freezing It was even necessary to walk 
the decks briskly or to stay below. 
Only by using groat effort could they 
keep from freezing, and many of the 
prisoners, wasted by sickness, had not 
the strength for the effort. They es- 
..npod smallpox and yellow fever only 
to fall victims to tho cold. 


In his memoir* Mr. Coffin says the 


prisoners were fed on putrid beef nnd 
pork and worm eaten bread which hnd 
been condemned on tho English war- 
ships. It was so full of vermin that 
they hnd to beat It against tho hull be- 
fore they could ent It. On tho upper 
gun deck hogs were kept In pens for 
the use of thr otllcers. When the hogs 
were fed bran, the prisoners would 
steal It Irom the trough. 


It Is r*Mmiued that 11,000 patriots of 


the Uo\iMutlon perished In the Jersey 
alone. After tho devolution she wn« 
abrndpned aid llnnlly sank. It la not 
likely that sbo will be ralwd.

fabulous value.

several hundred thousand dollars.

Marconi's new 
station 
has 
some 


unique features, notably four steel tow- 
ers rising to a height of '21~> feet above 
the surface of the headland. 
These 


are constructed of bridge steel, each 
tower consisting of lour columns con- 
nected by latticework of metal and 
further strengthened by ropes of win1 
anchored to the ground. The towers 
are so placed as to form the corners of 
a square, the sides ot" which are 230 
feet long, every tower being connected 
with its neighbor by a horizontal bridge 
of wire. From this runs the electrical 
equipment upon which so much de- 
pends. 


Fifty copper cables roach from each 


connecting wire to the operating house, 
erected iu the center of tho hollow 
square formed by the towers. Every 
cable is composed of seven strands an 
eighth of an inch in diameter, tighth 
twisted together. 
Soon from a short 


distance, these cables look to be single 
wires, but in reality there are 350 
wires on a side, or 1,400 wires in all. 
.The object ot using runny tine strands 
instead of a few large rods \.; possibly 
to secure a larger amount ot surface 
for a given amount of copper. 
The- 


solitary "vertical wire" of the original 
Marconi experiments is thus found to 
be enormoubly multiplied, the effect bo 
ing to develop longer Herz waves. More- 
satisfactory results should consequent 
ly be obtained by the wireless expert. 


As the fifty cables of each of tho four 


groups go downward thoy converge a 
little toward the center of the four 
side d structure. The lower ends, there- 
fore, are arranged along tho sides of a 
square uiUL-h smaller than that formed 
by their supports at the top. All tor 
initiate, of course, in the operating 
house. 
This is a long. low. narrow 


structure, guarded night and day by 
watchmen whose especial business il 
is to keep inquisitive visitors from prj 
ing into Maieoni's secrets. In addition 
to stoain engines and dynamos, tho 
building contains a quantity of other 
apparatus, tho secret of which is known 
only to Marconi and a few of the di 
rectors of his company. The engines- 
represent 115 horsepower aud are con 
net-tod to what is known as an alter- 
nating current m::chino which 
will 


produce the electric spark m-ce>sart 
to agitate the ether In the air aud pro 
duco the conditions favorable for trans 
mitting messages. 


As his receiving instrument It is ox- 


jvjctod that Marconi will continue !'<>• 
tho present to use his now famous eo 
heror, although it is known that he ha.- 
Invented as a substitute for it a mag 
notic detector Which is said to be more 
satisfactory in some respects. 
When 


he desires to make sure that the ines 
sagos sent by his system are not in- 
tercepted or otherwise interfered with, 
he will doubtless make use of the tun- 
ing system, the rights to which ho ptir- 
cluoed hut .«priug from the IHVI titor. 
Professor M. I. Pupin of Now York. 


There arc other novel points in the 


electrical equipment of this expensive 
wireless telegraphy station. 
In place 


of the old fashioned induction coil 
transformers will be used. 


As a matter of fact. Iho station bore 


is almost a duplicate of that built 
some time ago at (.'ape Cod, though H 
contains many improvements which 
hitve been devised by the inventor 
siueo the Cape Cod station was erected. 
The station at Poldhu, in Cornwall, 
has also boon modeled on linos similar 
to tho two structures in this coun- 
try.

ly a great circle of poles In plaoo of 
the steel towers, but a high wind 
played havoc with those and when tho

A New Hampshire man, writing to 


the New England Farmer, comments 
strongly on the game situation in his 
state as follows: It Is only within a 
few years that wild deer were seen in 
central and southern, New Hampshire. 
We grudgingly watched the first visi- 
tants crop the clover. The state, for 
what reason I cannot say, protected 
the deer from dogs and guns. There is 
no open season for hunting deer in 
this part of the state. With that pro- 
tection and a general aspect for the 
statute the deer have become so nu- 
merous as to be very troublesome. No 
ordinary fence will stop them. Gar- 
dens, field crops and orchards are suf- 
fering frcm their depreciations, while 
the law forbids us to shoot or send the 
dog after them. There is no mere rea- 
son for making central and southern 
New Hampshire a game preserve than 
for turning a bull into a china shop. 
This portion of the state is covered 
with farms and thickly settled towjis, 
with no large tracts of forests for a 
habitat for large game. The sportsmen 
who make the guides in the wilds of 
Maine rich never stop to hunt and 
spend money here. The sport in hunt- 
ing deer toere would be like that in 
hunting sheep or calves in our pas- 
tures. So little have the deer been 
worried they are approached as easily 
as our cattle. We confidently look to 
the next New Haimpshire legislature 
for relief, not simply to pay for the 
damage caused by protected game, but 
the right to protect our crops. At the 
same time we will ask that all of New 
Hampshire south of the White Moun- 
tain region may be exempt from the 
game laws. There would be no danger 
that harmless game would become ex- 
tinct if every hunter were required to 
obtain a written permit of the land 
owner before he hunted on the prem- 
ises.
